fodder alone to keep cattle from freezing 
hi Wininr: barus were boarded 'with green 
boards which, as they seasoned, •' left wido 
cracks for the wind to rusli through and ra- 
diate the heat from the cows' bodice. No 
wonder that such shelter was co'nsidered 
worse thflu to turn out the animals.to seek 
the shelter of a tight fence. But farmers 
liavo learned at length that one-third the 
fodder may be saved by tight, well-venti- 
latod rooms for cattle.

, INFLUENZA IN HORSES. 


A correspondent of the Michigan Farmer 


says, "It may not bo out of place, as a 
severe epidemic is prevailing among our 


. horses, to give a hint that may save many 


from the loss of animals. I have had two 
already attacked with tho prevailing ;in- 
flueuza, and one of them was so bad that 
the water which ho attempted to drink 
would run back through his nostrils, tho 
tbront being so choked up by the mucous 
matter which had gathered in the passage 
that bo could not swallow. I gave this 
liorso a bran mash as hot as I could bear my 
hand in it, in a pail set on the ground, so 
that tho steam from it might pass up and 
loo3Bu the matter which hindered him from 
eating or drinking. It is Uiu steaming that 
does this, as-well us tho warm, moist, soft 
food, of which the horse cats all he can. 
I 


then took a half-pound of black natiinony, 
and two pounds of ground flax "seed, find 
mixed them well, and gave a tablespoontul 
every other day till tho horso was better, 
then twice a week only till lie was fairly re- 
covered. With IHO this treatment cured tho 
distemper of a year or two ago." 


KAItLY LAMBS FOB SIAltluET. 


Tho best breed of sheep fdr raising early 


lambs for market depends much upon the 
amount of capital that can bo invested, and 
tho conveniences for Winter and Spring 
management. Merino owes, crossed with 
Southdown, Cotswold, or Lbiceste* rams,, 
furnish tho best Winter lambs. 
Thoy may 


bo dropped iu December or January. Good 
shelter and a bountiful supply of good, suq- 
culent food aro the most essential requisites 
of success. Tho food should consist largely 
of sugar beets, mangolds, or turnips. Where 
thoso ore fed tho owes will furnish a copious 
supply of milk. If tl,0 roots aro thinly 
sliced and some ground feed sifted over 
them, it ia surprising how quickly tho lambs 
will learn (o eat. In my experience, .19 re- 
gards early Spring lambs, thoro is but little 
choice among what aro usually termed tho 
mutton breeds. Tho produce of grade Ools- 
wold, Houllulowt!, or Leicester owos.comilod 
with thoroughbred rams of tho same br«ed 
gave almost equally good rmullo.

Tho clrj vo to ! 'Schooner Head" 


is along a comfortable road past several 
ologaut private cottegca, nut! along tho base 
of Newport mountain. "Schooner Iload" 
darivcs its nnmo from n formation of white 
stono, ou tho surface of tho darker cliff, 
which, .seen from a distance resembles a 
Bcliooncr with Bails all sot. Here also is the 
famous "Spoutiiig lioru." What ia n water- 
ing place, with rocks of any decent MZO, 
without a 
* 'Spouting Horn"? and don't 


they always tell us that when wind, weather 
and tide are favorable "it baa been known 
to spout anywhere from 30 to 70 feet"? but 
a!as! how many of us aro ever favored with 
tlie actual eight? so we gaze at it with awe, 
wo climb up through it and are content. 
From Schooner Head we go round a lovely 
little cove, which is A triflo marred by au 
"ancient 
and fish-like odor," and reach 


"Anemone Coi'O," so called because in re- 
mote ages snft-auemones were to bo found 
there. It is interesting but not beautiful I 
should say. 
Turn again taking our back- 


board we drove to "fJread Head." Here we 
, leave our horses and have a half-mile walk 
through a beautiful forest path, soon emerg- 
ing upon tho bald summit of the "Head," 
where a most beautiful ruin greets us. Far 
off to sea we can count innumerable sails,6u 
our side- \ve have the mountains, and under 
our feet grow blue-bells, daisies, asters, 
goldeu roil, and a kind of liny white flowers 
which I have never scon elsewhere. AVheu 
Celia Thaster glorifies the flowers at tho 
Isles of Shoals, she but does them justice, 
but it seems to ine those of Mt. Desert 
would well rival them in brilliancy of hue. 
The "Great Head" is but 1GO feet in height 
I believe, but one gets an idea of much 
higher elevation in standing on its sumnril 
and this idea is strengthened by descending 


_ its ragged sides and gaziug from the foot up 


, Us almost perpendicular face. 


Not far from there is tho "Sand Baach' 


which is much uioro effective in a picture 
than out of it. la the afternoon of this 
same day we mado -tho ascent of .Green 


, Mountain. The islanders call it 2,000 -feet 


in height, tho coast suwey give it 1800 feet, 
and people who always throw cold water oh 
f acts. say 1 GOO. 
If ono rides up they have 


faith in tuo cold water pooplo, if one walks 
it seems that the islanders are tho most ve- 
racious. Tho road is of the rudest aud 
roughest and yet ,wo accept and are thank- 
ful. 
Tho view from the lop-is magnificent: 


at tbo foot Heg the little town of East E Jen, 
the, , harbor 
with 
its 
tiny . islands: 


far,' away 
the 
main-land 
with 
its 


chain of hills. 
On the opposite s 


the Craubprry Isles and tho wido Atlantic, 
while on either side v-'s look down on tho 


; .otlior mountains of the island. 
In very 


clear weather Mt. Katahdiii is visiblu, :.but 
some ono says this only occurs once in three 
or four years. Nestled among the moun- 
tains below us we see the beautiful "Eafjle 
Lake." By-tha-by one of our drivers :i;iys 
"this used to bo Biinniy Long Pond but an 
artist feller saw an eagle flyhr over it and 
io called it Eagle. Lako" — the contempt on 
his face was n study as ho volunteered this 
explanation, 1'ar away we see tho beautiful 
inlst known as ' 'Somes Hound" winding 
among tho mountains. 
- On tho top of tho Green is a small house, 
known ns tho "Green Mountain ilonso 
where one iindrc 'the inevitable register, 
lager beer nud various othor beverages of n 
more innocent nature,, ("since tho liquor 
law has boon BO strictly enforced). I be- 
lieve visitors occasionally spend tho niglit 
hero for the purpose of viewing a sunset 
and sunrise, but tho accommodations arts 
very primitive. 


After tea \vo wont rowing in the htirboi 


aud landed on tho island known aa "Fre- 
mont's" .(purchased by 
him) 
formerly 


called "J3akl Porcupine.1' Ono side of it 
ri^es almost perpendicularly from tho water, 
on tho other is a small bench .accessible na a 
lauding placo, and a flight of steps leads us 
to the heights above. Tho view of the vil- 
lage with the sombre back-ground of tho 
mountains is very line, Tho islet is par- 
tially covered- with a growth of stunted ce- 
dars. As ;i biiili'liiig site it possesses many ad- 
vantages but fin yut it is only inhabited by 
a flock of sheep, 


One morning wo arose at 
/> o'clock, ato a 


hasty breakfast and embarked on tho steam- 
er Ulysses in (!. This boat is the regular ono 
from Koddaud. For an hour and a half wo 
pitched and rolled with it, wondering if wo 
should be seasick, all the time enjoying Iho 
coast scenery, tho mountains in profile, and 
the various bold cliffs and charming inlets. 
Then wo lauded at Southwest harbor. 
It 


was not a lively place. 
The stores were 


alosed until toward noon, aud guests at tho 
hotel seemed nnm/od at our enthusiasm for 
sight seeing. 
I don't know whether they 


have more than ono public conveyance tit 
Southwest harbor but I know wo waited two 
hours for that ono. Tho wagon was kept in 
one place and the two horses ju two othor 
places quite remote from ono another. 
T have n vague idea that tho driver and 
harness wore antipodes. Meantime we imt 
on tho hotel stops and gazed vacantly at 
ourselves. Once wo got up a momentary ex- 
citoment about an eagle, which however 
seemed suspiciously laino, and were crushed 
by tho announcement that ho had summered 
there for five or six yeary. Finally we 
•tartod and so surprised wore wo at this un- 
expected denouement that wo wore re- 
duced to a state of incipient idiocy until wo 
ware deposited at the "Sea wal),"tho goal of 
ourdosTCS. Tlie "Sea-wall" is n natural 
barrier of roundod pebbles and stones closely 
piled and Blrotchiiignlonglhoshore for some 
distance. Here too the rocks contain veins 
of green fold spar-ai soon nit wo knew it 
was almost impo.isiblo to got any of this 
we became wild with desire for ?i— before 
minds masculine floated visions of studs 
and ficarf pins,bcforo minds feminine sots of 
brooch and ear-jowels. Our tools consisted 
of two pocket-knives in tho hands of the 
gentlemen, while wo the feebler sox dashed 
wildly about with small boulders which 
while disengaging tbo fold-spar at the nnuio 
time ground it to powder, and after nn hour 
of labor whilo wo rested on our laurels, each 
glorying in live or six pieces about tho fiixo 
of _a blueberry tho driver informed us that 
it could not bo cut or polished as it would 
crumble so easily: then wo went back to 
Southwest Harbor. Wo found the holol 
HO hot and dusty tlmt wo look our hinoli- 
bftflkct and went to llio shore of Homed 
Bound aud picnicked tliorn. Yin people over 
hfcvo enough to eat at a picnic ? At that 
time I believe wo would Imvo given Jnoru 
for an extra' sftiidwich npioco than for «' 
kingdom.

may see the blue wntors of the bay, at> a pic- 
ture in a fitting frame..

Every other boat that wits out had 
reefed saito, but wo scud aloug unu'er full 
canvas, our sail even with" tho water's edge, 
now and then taking, in a barrel or so of 
water. What matter that we wore all soaked, 
that one gentleman lost his hat, that wo 
were in imminent danger of being capsized? 
We sailed OB fast as a tie am boat, and it waa 
much more exhilarating. .
